Signor and Madame Ferrari gave their Annual Con- 
cert, on the 16th May, assisted by Miss Dolby, Mr. A. 
Braham, and the Misses A. Thomson, Banks, Haeck, and 
Favelli, in the presence of a full and fashionable assembly. 
Some good instrumental music was performed by Messrs. 
Sterndale Bennett, Aguilar, Jansa, Piatti, and Regondi. 

Miss Emma Busbt, the pianist, gave a soiree musicals 
at the Beethoven Rooms, on the 10th May. She played 
Mendelssohn's Trio in C minor, with Messrs. Molique and 
Piatti ; and Beethoven's Sonata Pastorale in D. 

Madame Puzzfs Grand Morning Concert took place 
on the 21st May, at Willis's Rooms. As usual with this 
lady's annual programme, the present one contained a 
large number of artists' names. Signor Puzzi's horn 
playing is always heard with fresh pleasure; and the aria 
from // Giuramento, " Si negli estremi istanti," — which 
Madame Clara Novello sang at Her Majesty's previous State 
Concert, — was received with enthusiasm, and its repeti- 
tion was loudly called for. 

Miss Clauss, the pianist, was married to Monsieur 
Sarvadi, on the 12th May, at St. Martin's Church. 

Lyceum Theatre. — Madame Anna Thillon's farewell 
performances have been suspended, in consequence of a 
severe sprain of her ankle. 

The New Philharmonic— The Society's fourth meet- 
ing took place on the 23rd May. A distinctive feature 
from the original Philharmonic, is the chorus of three 
hundred voices. This was used, on the present occa- 
sion, to support Madame Clara Novello in Mendels- 
sohn's unfinished opera of Loreley, — to the solo parts of 
which she alone can give effect. Her power of dramatic 
reading was also manifested in Weber's descriptive scena 
from Oberon, — " Ocean, thou mighty monster." 



Mr. Charles Salaman has been repeating his lecture 
on the Ancient Keyed Instruments. We understand that 
Mr. Salaman is engaged to deliver two lectures in July, 
at the Royal Polytechnic Society. 

Beaumont Institution. — Mr. A. Carder (organist of 
the Institution), assisted by Miss E. Jacobs, Mr. Herberte, 
and Mr. Farquharson, gave his Benefit Concert on the 
23rd May. 

Hamburgh. — A correspondent speaks in high praise of 
the Sacred Concert lately given in the Trinity Church ; 
when selections from Professor Pierson's Jerusalem, and 
Die Abend-glocke, by the same composer, were performed 
with great success. 

Ashburton. — The Madrigal Society, which has been 
in existence for the last forty years, is at present progress, 
ing favorably, and was augmented on the 11th May to 
the number of twenty -one members, with H. Caunter, Esq., 
as their President. 

Ashbourne. — A new organ, lately built by Mr. Nichol- 
son, of Macclesfield, was opened on the 13th May, at the 
Independent Chapel, by Mr. E. Bradley. On the 14th, 
the choir, aided by some friends, gave a performance of 
Sacred Music, accompanied on the organ by Mr. John 
Wigley. 

Brompton (near Northallerton) is among the many 
villages that have a Choral Society. Messrs. Peacock, 
Brown, McLane, and Winspear, are the local vocalists 
commended by the York Herald. 

Blackburn. — The establishment of a Philharmonic 
Society here, has been a laudable effort in the right 
direction towards cultivating instrumental music ; which, 
in many places, has been too much neglected for an ex- 
clusive attention to vocal music. The programme of their 
first concert, on the 2nd May, gives the names of twenty- 
one stringed, and eighteen wind instrumental performers. 

Liverpool. — The Town Council have resolved that an 
organist should be appointed to St. George's Hall, at a 
salary of £300. per annum. 

The Oxford Musical Chair, — The Rev. Sir Frederick 
Gore Ou3eley, Bart., has been appointed the successor to 
Sir Henry Bishop, as Professor of Music, in the Univer- 
sity of Oxford. Sir Frederick not only evinced a singularly 
early capacity for music, but it was carefully cultivated, 
and highly honored in his person, by his taking the suc- 
cessive degrees of Bachelor and Doctor in an Art, which 
he pursued with zeal as an amateur. His oratorio of 
St. Polycarp, written as the exercise for his doctor's de- 
gree, will shortly be published in full score. 

The Electric Harmoniograph at the Royal Poly- 
technic Institution. — Her Majesty and Prince Albert, the 
Prince of Wales, and several of the Court, paid a private 
visit to the above popular Institution. Her Majesty and 
suite arrived soon after 9 o'clock, and were received by 
J. H. Pepper, Esq., the Manager of the Institution, Pro- 
fessors Faraday and Wheatstone, and Dr. Backhoffner, and 
several other scientific gentlemen were in attendance. 
After inspecting and receiving explanations in reference 
to the working of several interesting features of the exhi- 
bition, the Royal party witnessed the beautiful dissolving 
views, illustrative of the story of " Sinbad the Sailor," the 
electric fountain, and the electric light, which gave much 
satisfaction to the Royal party, Prince Albert making very 
particular enquiries of the gentlemen in attendance at each 
department. The last work of interest inspected by the 
Eoyal visitors was a scientific application to pianofortes 
and harmoniums, " The Electric Harmoniograph," in- 
vented by Wildman Whitehouse, Esq., of Brighton. It 
records all the music which is played on the instruments, 
and will be very useful to those who have neither time, 
nor, probably, the aptitude required for attempting written 
compositions. A few words will suffice to explain the 
peculiarity of the mode of notation necessarily adopted in 
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this instrument. The lines of the treble and bass clefs are 
ruled pale blue, and the ledger lines, instead of being 
marked only when a note requiring them is made use of, 
are all ruled continuously throughout, but of a distinctive 
colour — pale orange red. The notes are indicated by dark 
blue lines, instead of dots — the length of these lines mark- 
ing the relative value of the notes. The naturals record 
themselves on the lines and in the centre of the spaces; the 
semi-tones occupy a position mid-way between these — the 
sharp, of course, above, the flat below its corresponding 
natural. The division into bars can be effected at the 
same time, if necessary, by the mere beat of the foot;— it 
is thought better, however, to leave the performer free from 
this tax upon his attention, and to calculate the bars after- 
wards by reference to the notes in accordance with their 
known value. The marks required for the ruling of the 
lines, as Well as those for the formation of each note in its 
appropriate position, are equally the result of the current 
producing electro-chemical decomposition in the texture 
of the prepared fabric. Her Majesty and Prince Albert 
graciously received some specimens of the mode of nota- 
tion, and viewed the process with interest. Mr.Whitehouse 
explained the invention, and Mr. Frederick Wright pre- 
sided at the harmonium, both having received special 
invitations to attend at the Polytechnic Institution on the 
occasion. 

Miss Stabbach's Annual Concert took place at the 
Hanover Square Rooms, on the 25th of May, and was 
attended by a large and fashionable audience. The 
following were the artists who assisted on the occasion ; — 
vocalists, Madame Fiorentini, Miss Fanny Huddart, and 
Miss Stabbach ; Signor Salvi, Mr. Frank Bodda, and 
Signor Belletti; pianoforte, Mr. Lindsay Sloper, and 
Signor Li Calsi; concertina, Signor Giulio Regondi; 
trumpet, Mr. Distin, Sen. ; contra basso, Signor Bottesini ; 
conductors, Herr W. Ganz, and Francesco Berger. 

Obituary. — Mr. Travers, the singer, expired on Sun- 
day, the 20th of May, at the early age of 38. The late 
Mr. Travers belonged to a musical and artistic family, his 
real name being Romer, being cousin to Miss Romer, 
(directress of the English Opera, at the Surrey Theatre, 
and herself a good singer), and of Mrs. Mark Lemon. 
Mr. Travers was the brother of a promising young singer, 
who died but lately, Miss Annie Romer. 

Hull. — The Hull advertiser has a long account of the 
opening of the new organ at Holy Trinity Church in that 
town, an event which seems to have caused considerable 
sensation, on Wednesday, the 23rd of May. Mr. Skelton, 
who has been 17 years organist of the church, presided on 
the occasion, when in addition to some excellent old 
English Cathedral music, a new Te Deum, and other 
parts of the service, set by Mr. Skelton, were received with 
much favour.
